University, reporting in the 1976-77 
Agronomy Guide, suggest that the 
ideal planting dates for most of Ohio 
are in late April or early May. Ixmg- 
term studies of dates of planting, 
conducted a t W ooster, show the 
highest com yields have been obtained 
from a May 7 date of planting, ami 
lower yields when planting was earlier 
or later Research workers say that, 
moving south 
from 
Wooster, 
the 
season changes on the average of one 
day earlier for each IO miles This 
indicates an ideal planting time for 
com at Portsm outh 14 days earlier 
than at Wooster. 
Studies also show that com can be 
planted earlier than normal and still 
produce adequate stands and yield In 
research work, com yields held at 170 
to 180 busheLs-per-acre 
level with 
planting dates from late March to May 
7. Moisture content of grain Increased, 
and test weight decreased, with later 
dates of planting. Yield fell to 91 
bushels per acre in the 7-year average 
when planted in mid-June 
Two im portant factors for early 
planting are selection of tall, high 
grain-yielding plant type and control of 
planting depth to from I to 14 inches 
deep TTiis planting depth is desirable 
for frost protection The tall plant type 
is im portant because it is difficult to 
maintain adequate leaf area during 
grain fill on small hybrid plant types 
when p lan ted e a rly . Also, early

Recommended plant populations at 
harvest for hybrids may range from 
18,000 to 24,000 plants per acre.

humans. But, if they are crushed, they 
m ay stain fabrics and em it unpleasant 
odors, he says.

In the 1966-67 com planting seasons, 
with cold soils, adequate moisture, and 
long-range w eather predictions for 
below-normal tem peratures, com in 
many fields was planted too deep (2 to 
5 inches). It is im portant to adjust 
planting depth for weather predic­ 
tions. soil conditions and seed size 
Normally, a 2-inch planting depth is 
best for medium-size seed, with nor­ 
mal tem perature and m oisture con­ 
ditions In April, when the soil is moist 
and the evaporation rate is low, com 
should be planted no deeper than I to 
14 inches As the season advances the 
evaporation rates increase, deeper 
planting may be advisable Seed press 
wheels should be used to insure good 
seed-to-soil co n tac t, esp ecially as 
tem peratures increase to the 70 or 80 
degree levels.

The farm tractor is designed to help 
farmers lighten their work load and 
increase production 
But, to many 
people, this machine has m eant 
destruction 
People between 26 and 65 years af 
age accounted for 46 per cent of the 
deaths Eighteen per cent were under 
15 years old and 23 per rent were over 
65 l*ss than 6 per cent were women 
The accidents took place during all 
times of th* da> Thirty per cent oc­ 
curred between 7 a ni and noon. 23 per 
cent happened between noon and 3 
p.m. and 30 per cent were from 3 p m 
to 6 p.m. 
Overturned tractors are the greatest 
cause of tractor-related deaths Sixty* 
three per cent of the victims were 
killed from traitor overturns Other 
deaths resulted when victims were 
involved in highway crashes, caught in 
the power-take-off shaft, or were run 
over or thrown from the tractor 
Tractor accidents can be prevented 
and overturns can be lessened by extra 
precaution. When stuck in a hole or 
soft spot, a tractor can easily upset 
backwards if the c!ul< h is engager! 
The best bet is to bark out if possible.

A tractor may tip backwards or 
sideways when crossing a ditch Avoid 
steep banks and cross ditches where 
banks have gradual slopes 
T ractors are less stable when 
operating on a slope Keep wheels 
spread as wide as possible and drive 
slowly.

Chihuahuas, the most helpless of stray 
kittens, the gentlest of baby gerbils . , 
any of these, in the possession of a 
devoted child, can tie as much a ( rime 
deterrent as a massive watch dog 
"It really matters very little what 
kind of a pet a child has, that animal 
will be an agent for crime prevention," 
I was told some time ago by Mrs 
I .ilium Hose, the first woman president 
of the Humane Society of N Y. clinical 
records taken for 25 years, she said, 
proved positively dial "the youngster 
who has a pet he truly cares for will not 
become a criminal. 
"Feta have a way of getting into 
trouble, and if a child knows that he 
alone is responsible for keeping his pet 
out of trouble, he developes strength 
within himself 
"And the earlier a juvenile learns to 
handle an animal’s problems, the 
sooner and surer he will be able to 
handle his own problems." 
Two sociologists recently conducted 
studies of 364 college students, and the 
results backed up the theory that 
childhood pot-owning produces more 
stable, responsible adults. 
Mrs. David Ijirson and Kdward 
Ludwig of State University College, 
Fredonia, N Y., quizzed an almost 
equal number of students who had 
grown up with animals, and who had 
not been exposed to pets The results 
Subjects who did not own animals 
in childhood were more likely than pet 
owners to have problems relating to

charade In some ways," said the chief 
executive of one of the nation's largest 
companies this week when asked if he 
btlitvtd corporate unnual meetings 
were meaningful. "That's off the 
record,” he added. 
His attitude dem onstrates the 
conflicting mood of many executives 
as they enter during the next month 
the height of the annual meeting 
season. They don’t particularly enjoy 
them or believe in them, but they’re 
stuck with them 
To eliminate the annual meeting 
might produce more problems than 
would be avoided, but some companies 
have compromised by moving to out- 
of-the way sites, by reducing the 
amenities, by setting time limits. 
Some practice autocracy, turning off 
the microphone on stakeholders they 
consider to be obstreperous, but that 
behavior can boomerang. The sym- 
liolisin of the meeting is corporate 
democracy, and dictatorial behavior 
conflicts with that 
Corporate democracy? J. B. Fuqua, 
chairman of Fuqua Industries, an 
Atlanta-based conglomerate with sales 
iii excess Of a half-billion dollars u 
year, scoffs at the notion. He believes 
they serve little purpose. 
At some of his meetings, he said, 
only a handful of shareholders other 
tlian officers, showed up And if all the 
shareholders arrived they couldn’t be 
acconunodatcd by tin* city’s hotels and 
other facilities. 
The corporate annual meeting is in 
many ways modeled after the town 
meeting, but the corporation and the 
town are otherwise vastly different. In 
many Instances the corporation is 


much larger, diverse, complex. 
If ever it was possible in a few hours 
time once a year to hear complaints 
and suggestions of shareholders, it has 
now become an impossible task for 
almost any medium-size company. 
Therefore, most business is scheduled 
in advance. 
It is for this reason the corporate 
official referred to earlier called the 
m atting 
a 
charade 
Corporate 
business seldom, if ever, is changed by 
w hat happens on the floor at the meet­ 
ing. The1 voting, for example, has 
already taken place. 
Said this official: "It would tie more 
effective if the individual wrote a letter 
to the company instead of waiting for 
the 
meeting." 
In 
this 
way 
the 
shareholder would command the time 
and attention of an executive, instead 
of competing for it. 
Why then do they persist In the 
annual meeting? 
One reason is the New York Stock 
Exchange, which insists its listed 
companies go through the ritual, even 
though the laws of Delaware, in which 
state many are incorporated, makes 
no such requirement.

A new drug seems to be both ef­ 
fective and safe in controlling attacks 
of asthma in some children. 
The drug, meta-proterenol sulfate, is 
given by mouth in an ordinary syrup 
mixture 
Dr Milan L. Brandon of San Diego, 
has been treating a group of children 
with this drug as a substitute for 
ephedrine, now commonly in use. 
The results seems to be exciting and 
their side effects are minimal. This 
holds promise for long-term treatment 
of some cases of childhood asthma. 


A physician anywhere in the United 
States will soon tie able to pick up a 
telephone, dial a toll-free number 
which will connect him with a com­ 
puter in New Jersey and, within 
seconds, tell a patient sitting in his 
office his probable risk of developing 
cardiovascular disease in the next 
eight years. This computerized system 
has been developed by the Cilia 
Pharmaceutical Company. 
The system, known as "cardio-dial," 
was developed to help physicians treat 
patients with high blood pressure and 
heart disease. 
The function of the electronic 
computerized system is to educate and 
motivate patients to (tmtinue to take 
the medicines that were prescribed for 


them. It is well known that more than 
40 f>er cent of patients with high blood 
pressure tend to drop out of treatment 
because they are unaware of the 
potential risk of their condition. 
It is believed that physicians using 
cardio-dial can help give patients a 
lietter understanding of their problems 
so that they will continue medical 
treatment and guidance. 


The control of bleeding from the 
inner lining of the .stomach or the in­ 
testines has always presented a dif­ 
ficult problem to doctors. 
Tiny instruments with magnifying 
lenses can 
Ik* passed through the 
mouth, into the .stomach and in­ 
testines, in order to find the source of 
bleeding. 
Now, using the same instrument, it 


is possible to coagulate the exact site 
of bleeding and control it. 
Dr. Walter I). Gaisford has suc­ 
cessfully used this technique for a wide 
variety of bleeding conditions in the 
stomach and the duodenum. 
These early results need a great deal 
more 
substantiation 
before 
the 
technique becomes universally ac­ 
cepted. Yet the initial reports are 
drawing great enthusiast) from the 
doctors who are trying this ingenious 
method of controlling bleeding.
